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--13. ^^w) An absorbent structure in an absorbent article 
selected from the group consisting of a diaper, a pant 
diaper, an incontinence guard, and a sanitary napkin, said 
structure comprising a combination of a porous material 
selected from the group consisting of fibers, foam and 
mixtures thereof, and a superabsorbent material, wherein 
the absorbent structure contains at least 50% by weight of 
superabsorbent material, based on the total weight of the 
structure in dry condition in at least one area thereof in 
which the superabsorbent material is distributed; said 
superabsorbent material being in the form of a powder.
